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Theſe Calculatiens are not done from Dr. Halley's Tables, 
but from other Tables which have undergone the meſt ri 
rous Examinations ; and therefore at theDefire of my Friend, 
I have inſerted them to the Obſervation ef the whole King. 
dom, but eſpecially to the curious Artiſts in Aſtronomy. It 
1s obſerved, that the Fclipſes of the Sun or Moon have very 
rarely, (if ever) . in any Age, but they were attend- 
ed with conſiderable Effects, according to the Magnitude 
thereof, which may be eaſily proved, if we do but look back 
and conſult Antiquity, or the Hiſtory of former Ages. 

It is the Opinion of the learned Peucer, page 382. Quid de 
Luminum deliquiis i 1 would have given the whole Paragraph 
in Latin, had I writ only to the Learned, but as my Book 
falls into the Hands of my Country Readers, who don't un- 
derſtand the Latin Tongue, I ſhall for their Sakes, render it 
into Engliſh thus : what ſhall I ſay? or why ſhall I trifle 
out my Time, ſaith the learned Peucer, againſt ſuch as deny 
the Influence of the heavenly Bodies? what ſhall we ſay 
concerning the Eclipſes of the Sun and Moon? are we our- 
ſelves, or any rational Men ignorant, that the Eclipſes of 
Sun and Moon, and the Radiations and Aſpects of the other 
Planets are concomitant, and aſſiſtant with theſe Eclipſes, 
their or bad Aſpects each to other? do we not know, 
ſaith he, their Significations in all Ages have been ominous, 
and cauſed Mens Minds to be terrified by a ſecret and oc- 
cult Senſe of the Miſtries and Calamities theſe Eclipſes did 
preſage to be near at Hand, or immediately to follow after 
the ſame. 

The firſt of theſe Eclipſes, which I am going to ſpeak of, 
happens in the watry Priplicity; and it is the Judgment of 
ſeveral learned and experienced Authors, that an Eclipſe of 
the Sun or Moon, in the Signs of either Cancer, Scorpio, or 
Piſces ; whereas this 1s calabramed in the 13th deg- and 25m, 
of Cancer, in the 8th Houſe, the moſt ominous Fart in 
whole Heavens, doth uſually preſage Death, Deſtruction, or 
Conſumption of the vulgar Sort of People, many various and 
groundleſs Fears and Rumours, falſe Intelligence, frequent 
Riſings or ſeditious Conſpiracies, unexpected Mutinies in 
many Countries, eſpecially thoſe under the aforeſaid Tripli- 
city. Expectations of ſudden Wars, an i the Spirits of Men 
generally perplexed with the Affairs of the preſent Times, 
7 wiſh really that our Sins and Impieties do not hinder out 


Welfare this Year, but if we expect any Deliverance ow

the Evils the cæleſtial Bodies ſeem to forebode us, let us not 
ſo highly prize the Things of the World, and grind one ano- 
ther, as is uſual in theſe Days; but I wiſh the following Rule 
were better obſcrved, and put into practice. Probibetur ne 
quis faciat in ſuo, quod nocere poſſet alien», et fic utere tuo, ut alie- 
mm non Ledas. No Man muſt do that in his own Property or 
pofleſſion, which may hurt another Man's; and we mult ſo 
uſe our own, as we may not offend and injure our Neigh- 
bour ; let us therefore, as we have occaſion, do good to all 
Men, as the Apoſtle ſpeaks. Galatians vi. 10. but how averſe 
and contrary the practice of theſe Times is, to this heavenly 
Rule, I need not here remember, we now cry, every Man 
for himſelf, and God for us all ; but as One well inverted 
it, where every Man 1s for himſelf, the Devil is for all; 
one of the greateſt Miſeries this Nation groans under, 1s De-

Wo to them that deviſe Iniquity, and work 
Evil upon their Beds, and verſe 2.thaj covet Fields, and take 
them by Violence, and Houſes. and take them away ; but 
ſec their Doom pronounced by their Prophet in the z( verſe, 
Behoid, againſt this Family do I deviſe an Evil, from which 
you ſhall nat remove your Necks, &c. 

This I have briefly added to ſhew, that many Times, Al.

"T's IS Quarter begins on Monday the 2 iſt of December, at 
Midnight, 1767, apparentTime, when the veryBegin- 
ing of Libra aſcends, and the ſame of Cancer culminates; 
Jupiter is in the Aſcendant, and Saturn in the Medium Celi, 
in Oppoſition to the Luminaries in the 4th. Mars and Ve- 
nus ia Conjunction in the zd, and Mercury in the zd; thus 
are the Heavens poſited at this Ingreſs,which is a very vio- 
lent and active Poſition: This Quarter is taken up more in 
Council than in Action; many hot Spirits at work, and ſome 
under the maſk of Religion; yea, and ſuch who ſeem more 
Holy than their Brethren, will be very buſy in raiſingAnimo- 
fities-in the Nation, but their Hopes and Ends will be vain, 

For ſome fly high, this 1s the Nation's Shame, 

And ſome fly low, theſe are as much to Blame; 

Thoſe Elves on both Sides have in Malice Store, 

And wouid the Medium, true Church, Wound and Gore. 

Could they have their Wills, and then fall togecher by 
the Ears among themſelves, and have no Church at all: 
Now the Senators are buſy in contriving Matters (I hope) 
to good Purpoſes, and in a ſhort Time ſome Hero meets 
with Affliction; but Fagland, 1 hope flouriſhes under the Pro- 
tection of a gracious King. The Haters of the preſent Go. 
vernment ſeem uneaſy ; what a mad World do we live in; 
ſome love the King, and the Church of Egland; ſome love 
the King, but not the Church : (Twang ſaid the Boy tothe 
Parſon) 2 ſome ſay again, love neither the King nor the 
Church; and this I believe to be true, Saturn has made his 
exit frem Gemini, but by a retrograde Motion comes back 
again; and in the Beginning of February, Mars ſalutes him 
with an oppoſite Ray, which I fear will mightily infeſt the 
Highways with Robbers, and the Seas with Pirates, and 
Privateers, and this too attended with much Miſchief and 
Bloodſhed ; that is, there will be more than uſual of ſuch 


Kind of Cruelty, by Sea and Land, 
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Some to the Seas purely for Honour go, 

And ſome perhaps to Fight the daring Foe ; 

Some ſculk in Holes, not willing once to fight, 

And ſome like Thieves, lie plundering in the Night ; 
This is the Trade they go of, thus goes the Game,

II. Of the Spring Quarter. 


5 HE Spring Quarter takes its Beginning on Sunday, 
Merch the 20th, at 51 min. paſt one in the Morning, 
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at which Time 25 deg. of Sagittarius aſcends, and 29 dep. 
of Libra is on the Mid-heaven ; at this Ingreſs we have * 
two In ortunes angular, and Jupiter in the ꝗth, and the ref 
are exhibited as in the foregoing Scheme. 

A tew Days before the Ingreſs, was a Square of Saturn 
and Mars, and alſo another between the Sun and jupiter; 
the Moon is inAries, and by her Separation andApplication 
in Aſpect with the other five Planets: Hence it appears to 
be a very active Ingreſs, but there will be no very great or 
eminent Things done by the Potentates of Eurape this Year, 
for there is a ſpirit of Milchiet doth naturally attend one 
Year more than another; and the Paſtons of Mankind are 
more violent, and have more Opportunities ſo put them in 
practice one Year than another; beſid es we ſee there are Men 
more vipilant and fit for Action, preterr'd to Places of Truſt 
and Command one Year more than another; and even thoſe 
very Men themſelves have not the ſame Succeſs, or Oppor- 
tunities to ſhew their Dnligence and Pravery equally in all 
Years. Now to improve this, and make it more plain.“ 
will ſhew you the true Grounds of predicting aftrologically, 
and trom thence the Reaton of thoſe Things in Nature, and 
that they are not purely by Chancc. 

The Ground of all Predictions is referred to Comets, and 
great ConjunQions of the two Superiors, Saturn and Jup1- 
ter; and Saturn, [upiterand Mars in cardinal Signs, in ac- 
tive Parts of Heaven, near eminent fixed Stars. but in the 
the very beginnig of Aries, ciiiefeſt of all. Now he that 
would diſcover the active and turbulent Years before they 
come, and when preat and eminent Things ſhall be tranſatt- 
ed, or Mankind ſuffer by ſome common Calamity of Plague, 
Scarcity, Inundations, Fire or War; he muſt firſt obſerve 
the Place of the Comet what Kingdom it afflicts, and alſo 
what Princes Nativity, what Kingdom or City it is vertical 
to, and of what Nature, this Comet is Saturnine, Martial, 
&c. and in what Years it doth afflict any of thoſe Parts or 
Perſons ; and how, ſecondly, let him obſerve at the En. 
trance of every Year, how tie Sun, Moon, or Mars behold 
the Place of the Conjunction by Quartile, or Oppoſition. and 
if near any violent fixed Star; as alſo what Fclipſes fall in 
or near thoſe Points o Parts of Heaven, and how Saturn 3D 
Mars do govern or afflict at thoſe Times, and iv wht Par 
of the Scheme they fall, as well as in what Part oi the Zodicc. 
Likewiſe the Eclipſes ou. ht to be conſidered with the Co, 
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mets alſo, and in particular how they ſtand affected in their 
Declinations, for I eſteem that to be one of the moſt conſi- 
derable Accidents that doth or can attend them in tis Cir- 
cumſtance; and then laſtly, when you have conſidered all 
theſe Particulars carefully, make uſe of your Ingreſs to guide 
and direct you in your Judgment in the Diſcovery of what 
is moſt remarkable, and likely to happen, in that or any o- 
ther Year : Beſides theſe Thinge, there are the 'I'ranfits of 
Saturn through the twelve Signs, by which Means he does 
afi& divers Countries and Kingdoms, by his Body every thir- 
tieth Year, and by his Oppoſition every hfteenth Year. He 
is juſt entring Cancer, tho{e Kingdoms and Countries under 
that Sign, as Holland, Zealand, Prufſia, Numidio, &c. Corftan- 
tineple, Venice, Genoa, and many others will be found wnecaly 
and out of Order, during his tranſit through that Sign, and 
that indeed it ſeldom milleth, without ſomething reiaika- 
ble to prevent it, as I could ſhew you by going Backwards, 
with the Hiſt-ry in one Hand,and an Ephemeris in the other, 
but that Work I will leave to the induſtrious Student, at 
his Leaſure ; and fo J return to the Conſtderation of the re- 
maining Pait of the Ingreſs: And from the Aipe&: preced- 
ing, our Authors tells us, and our Experience proves it, that 
Knowledge and Science will rece.ve Inereaſe; but then al- 
lo, Craft, Fraud, Lying, Dece:t, Dackbiting, Contention, 
will be promoted: Forgeries and Perjurics will be practiſed 
among Men; monſtrois and ſtupendous Scandals againſt 
Men in Authority; Subjects will prove unruly and diſobe- 
cient to their Superiors, Servants to their Maſters, and 
Friends will be treacherous. to each other; and thus you 
lee, that although we may probably increaſe in Science, we 
are ſure likewiſe to increaſe in Sorrow. T'o avert theſe 
heavy Menaces of the Stars, let us ſtudy to be wife, to know 
and believe, that Obedience is better than Sacrifice, Let us 
theref, re, I ſay, ſtudy to be quiet, and to do our own Uuſl- 
nels ; let us Mind our own Cencerns, and pray to God, to 
Urect others in the beſt of theirs : Which brings me to the 
dummer Quarter.
